How m any crusades hav e conserv ativ es won in 


recent y ears?

bright area em erg es. Conserv ativ es seem to be g etting 
som ew here in their efforts to improv e the quality of 
teaching in certain of our State public school sy stem s. 


This w as brought hom e to m e the other day when 
1 listened in on som e of the sessions of 
the Second 
Annual Reading Reform Foundation Conference at the 
Hotel Astor in New York. The Conference w as stag ed 
by the Reading Reform Foundation, which is the brain­ 
child of Watson Washburn, who w ill be rem em bered by 
sports fans as a First-Ten tennis play er in the day s 
when Big Bill Tilden and Little Bill Johnston w ere 
reigning stars of the courts. 
From the fundam entals 
of tennis to the fundam entals of reading and writing 
is som ething of a jump, but Mr. Washburn put on a 
pretty good dem onstration that his cause of reading 
reform is prospering in certain lim ited areas of the 
United States. 


In the Arizona school sy stem , as in the public 
schools of Washington. D. C., the dream y g uess­ 
work of the “ look and say " or whole-word con­ 
figuration method of teaching children to read is 
being replaced by the far more satisfactory sy stem 
of drilling first and second grade classes in the 
forty -odd basie sounds of English. The “ phonic sy s­ 
tem. the alphabetic and sy llabic com ponents of 
words instead of teaching each word as a separate 
“ picture,” enables y oung students to build up big 
v ocabularies in short order. 


The reading reform ers had a lot of fun at the 
ex pense of "prog ressiv e" educators who behov e in what 
Dr. Arthur S. Trace, author of “ What Iv an Knows 
That Johnny D oesn't.” calls "prog ram m ed retardation." 
Dr 
Trace kept his audience at the Astor conference 
in stitches as he described the “ prog ressiv e" sy stem 
of “ v ocabulary control." which lim its students to learn­ 
ing som e 300 words a y ear during the first four g rades. 
The v ocabulary of a “ basal" reader in the fourth grade 
of a "prog ressiv ely " run public school, sa y s Dr. Trace, 
"rarely ex ceeds 1.500 words — about one-fourth of a 
child’s speaking v ocabulary before he enters kinder­ 
g arten.” 


This “ prog ram m ed retardation." which has been 
made necessary by the abandonment of phonic drill as 
the basic method of reading instruction, m eans that 
educators can't 
put 
any worthwhile 
substance 
m lo 
school tex tbooks. 
In the old McGuffey ty pe reader of 
the nineteenth century , a g ram m ar school child might 
encounter 
speeches 
by 
Daniel 
W ebster. 
Abraham 
Lincoln and Thom as Jefferson. 
Wc would g el poetry 
by Longfellow and Whittier. 
But these item s, which 
build 
a 
child's 
cultural 
and 
patriotic 
heritag e 
in 
addition to introducing him to the pleasures of read­ 
ing. can't be 
included 
in modern 
g ram m ar school 
readers for the sim ple reason that statesm en such as 
Webster and poets such as Whittier used words that 
are ex cluded by modern “ v ocabulary control ,“ 


Moreov er. W ebster. Lincoln, and Whittier failed 
to repeat their words tour and fiv e tim es in the 
sam e sentence. 
To satisfy the “ prog ressiv e" de­ 
mands for triple and quadruple repetition 
in a 
sentence, children hav e to submit to the “ Dick and 
a* lane" books, in which J ane say s to Dick: “ What 
a funny father we hav e, what a tunnv mother, 
« hat funny , funny things they do with funny Spot." 


1 left the Reading Reform Conference w ith the 
feeling that our still dominant school of educators 
regard most Am erican children as beuig half-witted, 
partially blind, three-quarters deal 
em otionally dis­ 
turbed. and glundularly deficient. 
But I was pleased 
to learn that Watson W ashburn’s proponents of com ­ 
mon sense in education are taking ov er in Arizona and. 
to a lesser ex tent, in California 
Too bad that the U.S. 
Department of Labor did not hav e som e of its m en 
listening in at the Hotel Astor. 
They might hav e d is­ 
cov ered why the school drop-out problem 
increases 
from y ear to y ear. 
Children just can ’t w ail to get 
away from the m em ory of those dam nable bores. Dick 
and J ane, with their funny , funny parents and their 
funny , funny dog. 
And any w ay , why stay in school if

LONDON 
The shril] and astonishing sp ec­ 
tacle of the Russians calling the 
Chinese Communists warm ong ers 
and the Chinese howling cowards 
at the Russians still causes som e 
bewilderm ent here. 
But ev en as they rip into each 
otlfer in print and by microphone, 
using words, charg es, and term s 
which ev en,Stalin and Tito did not 
em ploy 
and 
which 
seem ing ly 
should call for a com plete break 
in relations, the Russian and Chi­ 
nese Communists 
still 
hav e 
at 
least fiv e links in com mon. 
M oscow and Peking still m ain­ 
tain tenuous but fray ing Commun­ 
ist 
Party 
relations. 
It 
is diffi­ 
cult to sec how these can be con­ 
tinued when the two parties di­ 
v erg e so widely on som e ideolog­ 
ical fundam entals — but not the 
basic one. 
The two countries 
still 
m ain­ 
tain diplom atic relations. But if 
their dispute deepens as ex pect­ 
ed, som e observ ers here would 
not be surprised if the Chinese 
and Russian em bassies in M oscow 
and Peking were reduced in pro­ 
tocol stature to m issions.

This w as brought hom e to m e the other day when 
I listened in on som e of the sessions of 
the Second 
Annual Reading R eform Foundation C onference at the 
Hotel A stor in New Y ork. 
The C onference w as staged 
by the Reading R eform Foundation, which is the brain ­ 
child of W atson W ashburn, who will be rem em bered by 
sports fans as a F irst-T en tennis player in the days 
when Big Bill Tilden and L ittle Bill Johnston w ere 
reigning stars of the courts. 
From the fundam entals 
of tennis to the fundam entals of reading and w riting 
is som ething of a jum p, but M r. W ashburn put on a 
pretty good dem onstration that his cause of reading 
reform is prospering in certain lim ited a reas of the 
United States. 


In the Arizona school system , as in the public 
schools of Washington, D. C., the dream y guess­ 
work of the “ look and sa y ” or whoie-word con­ 
figuration method of teaching children to read is 
being replaced by the far m ore satisfactory system 
of drilling first and second grade classes in the 
forty-odd basic sounds of English. Tho “ phonic sys­ 
tem . 
the 
alphabetic 
and 
syllabic 
components of 
words instead of teaching each word as a separate 
“ p ictu re." enables young students to build up big 
vocabularies in short order. 


The reading reform ers had a 
lot of fun at the 
expense of "p ro g ressiv e” ed ucators who believe in w hat 
Dr. Arthur S. T ra ce , author of “ What 
Ivan 
Knows 
That Johnny D o esn 't." calls "p rogram m ed retard ation ” 
Dr. T race kept his audience at the Astor con feren ce 
in stitches as he described the ‘‘p ro g ressiv e" system 
of “ vocabulary co n tro l." w hich lim its students to lea rn ­ 
ing som e 300 words a y ear during the first four grades. 
The vocabulary of a “ b a sa l” read er in the fourth grade 
of a “ progressively” run public school, say s Dr. T ra ce, 
“ rarely exceeds 
1.500 w ords — about one-fourth of a 
child's speaking vocabulary before he en ters kinder­ 
g arten .” 


This “ program m ed retard atio n .” which has been 
made necessary by the abandonm ent of phonic drill as 
the basic m ethod of reading instruction, m eans that 
educators 
can 't 
put 
any 
worthwhile 
substance 
into 
school textbooks. 
In the old M cGuffey type read er of 
the nineteenth century, a g ram m ar school child m ight 
encounter 
speeches 
by 
D aniel 
W ebster, 
A braham 
Lincoln and Thom as Jefferso n . 
We would gel poetry 
by Longfellow 
and W hittier. 
But these item s, w hich 
build 
a 
child’s 
cultural 
and 
patriotic 
heritage 
in 
addition to introducing hun to the pleasures of read ­ 
ing. 
can 't 
be 
included 
in 
m odern 
g ram m ar school 
readers for the sim ple reason that statesm en such as 
W ebster and poets such as W hittier used words that 
are excluded by m odern “ vocabulary co n tro l." 


M oreover. W ebster, Lincoln, and W hittier failed 
to repeat their words tour and five tim es in the 
sam e sentence. 
To satisfy the "p ro gressive” de­ 
mands 
for triple 
and 
quadruple 
repetition 
in 
a 
sentence, children have to submit to the “ Dick and 
^ J a n c " books, in which Jan e says to Dick: “ What 
a funny father we have, 
what a funny 
m other, 
what funny, funny things they do with funny S p ot." 


I left the 
R eading R eform C onference with 
the 
feeling 
that 
our 
still 
dom inant 
school 
of ed ucators 
regard m ost A m erican children as being half-w itted, 
partially blind, 
th ree-q u arters deal 
em otionally 
dis­ 
turbed, and glandularly d eficient. 
But I w as pleased 
to learn that W atson W ashburn’s proponents of com ­ 
mon sense in education a re taking over in Arizona and. 
to a lesser exten t, in C alifornia 
Too bad that the U .S. 
Departm ent of Labor did not have som e of its m en 
listening in at the Hotel Astor. 
They m ight have d is­ 
covered why the school 
drop-out 
problem 
in creases 
from y ear to year. 
Children ju st can 't w ait to get 
away from the m em ory of those dam nable bores. Dick 
and Ja n e, with their funny, funny parents and th eir 
funny, funny dog.
